prejudiced standpoint.

I f, as alleged, the insurance com­ 
panies have pooled to raise rates in 
order to bulldoze the city council 
into repealing the tax on such com ­ 
panies, they should be given the 
hot end of 
the 
law, and in the 
meantime 
property 
owners 
and 
business men must stand by the 
council in the fight. 


T h e republican papers think the

suffering 
because the 
peo ple have no confidence in the 
demo cratic party. 
The last

On the other,

The strike of the coal miners in 
Southern Kansas is a deplorable af­ 
fair, as 
IS 
any 
movement which 
throws large bodies of men out of 
employment and brings want and 
privation to households 
that are 
never too well supplied 
with the 
necessaries of life. 
But when the leaders in such a 
strike openly advise the men to re­ 
sort to violence and counsel them 
to by force prevent other men from 
working, the calamity is doubled, 
for in addition to losing their em­ 
ployment they forfeit the confidence 
of the public and to a great degree 
its sympathy. 
In a speech the other night to 
the striking miners. President Wal­ 
ters of the miners’ union, is said to 
have used this language: 
“ The women, 
God bless them, 
are with us. 
Let 
them 
go on as 
they have begun. 
Every time work 
begins anywhere form your proces­ 
sion and go as you did to the Cle­ 
mens pit. 
Go 
in 
your uniforms 
with your flags and your tin pans 
and your kettles. 
Go down into 
the pits and take hold of the men 
and ask them to 
quit. 
If 
they 
don’t quit at once persuade them. 
If they persistently refuse 
to quit 
why— persuade them. 
Remember 
that 
I 
do 
not 
urge 
violence. 
[Laughter.] 
Let the women take 
the lead, and go as they did before, 
but let the men go along to see that 
their mothers and sisters and wives 
are not insulted by the 
scabs and 
blacklegs. 
Remember 
when 
you 
get 
upon the grounds that if 
you 
are arrested it can only be upon 
a 
charge of trespass, and we must not 
stand back. 
The only way to win 
this 
fight 
is to win it. 
Stop coal 
mining 
everywhere. 
As 
long 
as 
this 
electric 
light plant runs and 
this water company’s plant runs and 
these smelters are alive we cannot 
hope to win. 
If they are all shut 
down we will be sure of winning. 
“ Then another thing. 
If three 
or four of us catch a scab or black­ 
leg out some dark night, and 
give 
him a sound thrashing, what can be 
done 
about it? 
They can’t 
bring 
the troops down here for that, can 
they? 
Don’t do any violence.” 
The sum and substance of such 
utterances 
is anarchy, and if 
the 
miners follow the advice and blood­ 
shed 
results, 
Walters is 
morally 
responsible for it as though with 
gun in hand he led the mob. 
In this country men have the right 
to work if they choose, 
and it is 
rank despotism to seek to deprive 
them of that privilege. 
It is open 
rebellion against 
the 
law of the land and will bring 
un­ 
told misery to the misguided men 
who are the victims of such leaders. 
No good citizen can at any time 
lend countenance and support to 
anarchy; on the 
other 
hand, the 
poor man especially needs the pro­ 
tection of the law, the sympathy of 
conservative men and the support 
of public opinion. 
All 
such 
counsel 
as 
Walters 
gives forfeits all these. 
It is of the 
red flag and dynamite order, and 
the man who can 
find it in his 
heart to talk in such a vein to an 
already excited assembly is fitter 
for a prison cell than he is to head 
a labor movement. 
But the honest working man is 
not an anarchist nor an admirer of 
those 
who 
preach 
anarchy 
and 
Walters’ tirade will not meet their 
endo rsement.
